We’ve made
many significant accomplishments since December 2012 to
enhance our quality of life.

This year’s proposed budget includes $3,000,000.00 for
parks capital improvements along with $1,700,000.00 for
continued and improved maintenance and programming in
our parks. That is more than 6 times the amount the county
was allocating to our parks less than 2 years ago. We have
completed the most important comprehensive planning
documents this area of metro Atlanta has ever initiated. We
have established a vital police department and adopted our
own 911 system. We continue to pave more roads, build new
sidewalks, and are continuing to install new and much safer
crosswalk systems.

We have also included funding in early 2015 for traffic stud-
ies in key areas of the Dresden/Druid Hills and Ashford Dun-
woody corridors connecting to Peachtree. This will allow us
to start making improvements to address the traffic snarls
we experience in our ever popular city.

We're ending the year with a solid financial picture with a
proposed reserve of nearly 4 million dollars. With having

reduced our tax rate for 2 consecutive years, this is quite an
accomplishment. Brookhaven is growing and thriving.

Those are just a few of the key accomplishments, but know
that the list of improvements goes on, and will continue to go
on as each year passes. These improvements are the result
of your tax dollars being spent in your community for things
you want and need. Thank you Brookhaven taxpayer!

Having an engaged citizenry is always a goal for us here
at City Hall. The input we received from many of you
during the various planning steps taken this past year was
invaluable and the perfect example of citizen engagement.
We will continue to reach out to you and we hope you
continue to volunteer your time and talents to help us as we
plan for a solid future.
